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The  tabulation  which  follows  shows  the  number  of  birds  in  NPIP  hatchery  supply  flocks  and  the 
percentage  distribution  according  to  the  matings  in  which  they  were  used.    These  data  indicate  the 
trend  in  the  type  of  chick  demanded  in  the  various  States  and  Divisions.    This  is  not  an  entirely 
accurate  indication  of  breed  popularity  since  the  Crossmated  totals  include  a  high  proportion  of 
purebreds  which  would  otherwise  be  listed  under  the  respective  breed  totals.    It  will  be  noted  that 
there  is  also  some  variation  in  the  first  year  reported.    In  some  cases  data  were  not  available  for 
1948-49,  consequently  the  figures  for  the  nearest  available  year  were  used  to  show,  insofar  as 
possible,  the  long-time  trend  within  the  State.    The  divisional  totals  are  for  the  year  1959-60. 

Breed  distribution  data  for  the  past  19  years  for  all  reporting  States  are  summarized  on  page  4. 
The  most  significant  data  seem  to  be  the  continuation  of  the  increase  in  the  percentage  of  birds  in 
crossmated  flocks.    This  trend  is  largely  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  crossmated  flocks 
for  broiler  production.
